Petition from Heublein Company 


Annexation of the northeast-of 
Bayshore highway portions of Bo- 


hannon Industrial park has been | 


held up until officers of Heub- 
lein, Inc., owners of some of the 
land, have a chance to sign a 
petition asking that their lands 
be brought into Menlo Park. 

This was revealed at last week’s 
meeting of the Menlo Park city 
council by Councilman Charles P. 
Burgess, who said that it became 
necessary to send the annexation 
petition to Rochester, New York, 
for signatures, since Heublein has 
become an “owner of record” in 
the territory to be taken into the 
city. 

Previous negotiations were 
conducted before the transfer 
of title of the land adjacent to 
the Dumbarton railroad cut-off,

A giant eye is looking deeper 
into the mysteries of outer space, 
from a hilltop west of Menlo 
Park.

Project Cost 
Estimate Told 


Menlo Park city councilmen 
last week began a study of how 
best to finance widening of Mid- 
| dlefield road, after being told it 
would take three years of gas 
tax funds to do the job. 

City Engineer Edwin H. Smith 
submitted plans at the group’s 
|informal meeting which showed 
| the street as widened to a full 
| four-lane, 100-foot-wide right of 
way from the southern city limits 
to Ringwood road. 

Smith, added, however, that he 
estimated cost of the job at $125,- 
000. 

Councilmen agreed that this 
price was pretty high and, unless 
more funds become available 
through adoption of a countywide 
sales tax, would mean deferment 
of several other important street 
projects which are pending.

An event of substantial import- 
ance to Menlo Park taxpayers oc- 
curred recently when David Bo- 
hannon requested the city to an- 
nex approximately 175 acres of 
land owned by him which is to be 
developed with ‘‘clean” industry. 
The tract is located easterly of 
the Bayshore Freeway and north- 
erly of Belle Haven. One large 
plant, which will produce vodka, 
is now under construction there, 
and it is reported that negotia- 
tions are proceeding on other par- 
cels. 

It is difficult to estimate 
what the ultimate development 
of this land will mean to Menlo 
Park’s assessed valuation. One 
guess is that it may add ulti- 
mately $20 million to the 
assessed valuation, equal to 
about 67 per cent of our present 
total of $30,000,000. 


This would mean something 
like $100 million of actual value. 
Including the industrial tract 
westerly of Bayshore (which it is 
intended to bring in ultimately) | 
I suppose this total might be pos- 
sible, but it would require indus- 
try with very expensive equip- 
ment to make such a total. I will 
be pleased if the total exceeds 
five or six million doflars, for 
that would swell our taxable valu- 
ation by 17 to 20 per cent. 

The annexation is a valuable 
one, for because the surrounding 
areas in the city limits are la- 
ready completely developed, it 
will have no adverse affect on the 
quality of such development. It 
will provide jobs for residents of 
the city living near by. And _ be-

They were afraid to 
place the resonsibility of salary 
schedules and employe rules and 
regulations in the hands of the 
board of supervisors. ‘ 

Their united opposition certain- 
ly carried their cause to a con- 
clusive decision. 

What is the next step? 

Wise thinking urges a careful 
study of the county charter by 
a citizens committee during the 
next two years with recommen- 
dations to be submitted to the 
voters at the county elections in 

1958. 

Many of the people who oppos- 
ed the charter changes agree that 
certain sections must be brought 
up to date and possibly some dif- 
ferent rules to govern the Civil 
Service Commission. This appoint- 
ive group as it now operates, is 
responsible to no one and has a 
free hand in spending about eight 
million dollars a year. 

We agree that a count-wide 
group of civic leaders should have 
the job of giving the charter a 
complete going over. If the study 
is as thorough and the changes 
are presented to the voters well 
in advance of the next election, 
then the voters may see the wis- 
dom of approving them. Too many 
people this time thought the 
amendments were too hastily 
adopted for the ballot. 

We heard one group of men 
discussing the changes just be- 
fore election. One said the is- 
sues were nothing but a fight 
between the supervisors and 
CS commissioners and then ask- 
ed the question, “Why should 
we have to get mixed up in 
that?” 

Many cities, including Redwood 
City, find it almost impossible to 
bring about changes in a charter 
government. Too many people see 
evil intentions in the minds of 
those who want the changes and 
consequently are afraid to give 
their approval. Again we point to 
the state propositions, Nos. 4 and 
10, strictly a case of voter confu- 
sion and there were so many un- 
answered questions. 

Personally, we’re glad the elec- 
tion turmoil is over and we know 
the candidates must feel the same 
way. Now we can turn our atten- 
tion to other important matters, 
one of which is the proposed sales 
tax program. 

Most city officials attended the 
jstate convention in the south last 
week and we're told the new tax 
grab was an important part of the 
discussions. We wonder what ef- 
fect the talks had on officials 
| from San Mateo who now are the 
main force blocking the adoption 
of the tax in this county. 

Burlingame has come over to 
the thinking of Redwood City, 
San Carlos and Menlo Park so 
the opposition is weakening. 
With the election out of the way, 
we can expect the south county 
city officials to renew their fight 
for adoption of the tax. The 4 per 
cent figure is now in effect in San 
Francisco and Santa Clara and the 
returns to those counties and the 
cities therein look more appetiz- 
ing each day to councilmen in this 
area. 

With the county looking for 
funds for new, recreation areas 
and further building projects, the 
cities’ needing new money for 
countless improvements demand- 
ed by the citizens, we don’t think 
the sales tax plan is far off. Am- 
ong the pressing immediate needs 
here are the yacht harbor im- 
provements, new bridges.

City Defers Okay 


(Of Putting Area | 


In Drain District 


Menlo Park city council last 
week deferred putting a~ few 
blocks of the city into a proposed 
$900,000 drainage district spon- 
sored by Atherton, after a group 
of residents protested. 

Headed by Mrs. B. F. Jakobsen 
of 1325 Johnson street, about a 
dozen persons from north of 
Millie street, between E] Camino 
Real and May Brown avenue, ap- 
peared to tell the council they 
didn’t want to have their property 
included in the drainage district, 
until they’d had time to find out 
if their property actually drained 
into Atherton’s system or not. 

They all agreed that they per-| 
sonally had no drainage problems. 

Mrs. Jakobsen added that 
City Engineer Edwin H. Smith 
had not made ccntour maps 
available and that she was not | 
sure that residents of her area ' 
should have to participate. She 

wanted time for an “outside” 
engineer to study the plans, she 

said, before having her prop- 
erty placed in the proposed 
special drainage district. 

Smith pointed out that the pro- 
posed district, though in large 
part sponsored by Atherton, is 
composed principally of unincor- 
porated territories west of both 
Menlo Park and Atherton. Only 
about 45 per cent of the drainage 
basin involved is in Atherton, he 
said, and another five per cent is 
in Menlo Park. 

The physical layout of the land 
is what has governed the bou 41- 
aries of the district, he said, with 
the exception that Felton Gables 
and Valparaiso drainage areas, 
which paid for installation of their 
own lines earlier this year, have 
been left out. 

The Atherton drainage canal is 
to be the- main artery of the pro- 
posed system.

You’d probably be embarrassed but suppose you—an eighth 
grader, playing a game of six-man football—got in the habit of think- 
ing that a little yelling here and there might get you that extra foot 
or yard or two. Suppose you got in the habit of chailenging referees 
or other authorities, making up the rules of your own little game as 
you went along. And always to your own advantage. 

We don’t live in an Horatio Alger world and so we have to admit 
that with a little of this sort of influence, you would win what would 
otherwise be an even contest.

bottles and kept in cold storage | 


rooms. 

I bring this up because, by 
nature, a gardener is interested 
in growing things. He never 
minds planting lettuce or mari- 
gold seed, but I am sure he 
rarely thinks of planting a tree 
seed. 

I realize the return is not im 


|mediate, but seedlings grow fast 
|and three years slip by uncounted 


and suddenly you have a special 
tree to plant. Planting trees from 
seed should be practiced more of- 
ten by the home gardener, especi- 
ally if he has a special tree he 
wants, or when he needs quite a 
few. 
GROWS PEACH TREE 

By special tree I mean one he 
has seen in a friend’s garden—one 
he would like to have. I admired 
a white semi-double flowering 
peach in a garden, and took one 
of the small fruits home to put in 
a galion can, sink in the garden 
and forget. Two years later I had 
a four foot sapling, and the third 
year it burst into full bloom. I 
planted it in the garden the sec- 
ond year, or it could have been 
put in a much larger container. 

I have done the same thing with 
Japanese maple and copper 


; beech. And this year we have the 
| beginnings of 20 oak trees of the 


small, round-headed variety by 


|the Stanford stadium. 


We followed the planting pro- 
cedure outlined by the grounds- 
keeper at Stanford who now has 
1200 five-year-old oak trees ready 
to be planted. What a treasure! 

Begin with a lot of brown 
acorns picked up off the ground. 
Put them in a bucket of water 
and throw away the ones that
